"A  Drug  of  Dependence" 

W.H.O.  REPORT  ON  CANNABIS 

"CANNABIS  is  a  drug  of  dependence, 
producing  public  health  and  social 
problems,  and  its  control  must  be  con- 
tinued." That  is  the  opinion  given  in  a 
report  of  the  World  Health  Organisa- 
tion's expert  committee  on  drug  de- 
pendence, published  on  January  21.  So 
far  as  physical  harmfulness  was  con- 
cerned cannabis  was  "very  much  less 
dangerous  than  the  opiates,  ampheta- 
mines and  barbiturates,  and  less  dan- 
gerous than  alcohol."  Its  mental  effects, 
however,  were  not  so  clear  and  there 
was  a  need  for  more  basic  information 
on  its  acute  and  chronic  effects  so  that 
the  public  health  hazard  could  be 
assessed. 


Redundancy  Rebates 

CUT  WILL  HIT  EMPLOYERS 

IN  future,  individual  employers  will 
have  to  bear  half  the  cost  of  redun- 
dancy payments  themselves,  because 
the  Government  is  to  cut  rebates  from 
the  Redundancy  Fund.  At  present  the 
Fund  makes  a  two-thirds  allotment  for 
the  years  of  service  between  eighteen 
and  forty,  and  of  seven-ninths  for 
years  of  service  above  forty.  Lump- 
sum payments  to  redundant  employees 
will  remain  the  same  as  before.  Mr. 
Roy  Hattersley  (Joint  Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary  of  State.  Department 
of  Employment  and  Productivity), 
stated  in  the  House  of  Commons  that 
by  the  time  the  Redundancy  Fund 
had  received  its  full  income  at  the 
new  level  (following  the  increase  of 
employers'  contribution),  its  deficit  had 
risen  to  £17  million.  It  had  remained 
at  that  level  since.  If  corrective  action 
had  not  been  taken,  expenditure  would 
soon  have  exceeded  income.  Cutting 
the  rebates  from  the  Fund,  while  leav- 
ing the  payments  at  their  present  levels, 
would  save  the  Fund,  Mr.  Hattersley 
estimated,  rather  more  than  £17  million 
a  year,  about  half  of  which  would  off- 
set the  expected  increase  in  expendi- 
ture, the  rest  going  towards  reducing 
the  deficit. 

Shops  on  New  Estates 

PROTEST  AT  ALLOCATION  SYSTEM 

LIVERPOOL  Corporation's  system  of 
allocating  chemist  shops  on  new 
estates  by  inviting  tenders  was  unfair, 
said  Mr.  J.  P.  Murphy  (chairman, 
Liverpool  Pharmaceutical  Committee) 
on  January  19.  He  pointed  out  that 
when  a  small  chemist  was  displaced 
by  development  after  a  compulsory 
purchase  order  on  his  premises,  it  was 
often  impossible  for  him  to  find  an 
economic  replacement,  in  contrast  to  the 
larger  chemists.  Many  small  chemists 
had  gone  out  of  business  that  way  in 
the  past  four  or  five  years.  Mr.  Murphy 
urged  that  the  Corporation  should  allo- 
cate premises  at  an  economic  rent  to 
a  chemist  who  had  lost  his  shop  be- 
cause of  slum  clearance  or  develop- 
ment. The  chairman  of  Liverpool  Cor- 


poration housing  committee  commen- 
ted that  to  invite  tenders  for  the  shops 
was  fair,  and  allocation  of  premises  to 
chemists  alone  could  lead  to  all  kinds 
of  dangers.  The  committee  had  agreed 
to  give  special  consideration  to  chem- 
ists in  slum  clearance  areas  who  had 
lost  their  premises. 

Industrial  Relations 

GOVERNMENT  PROPOSALS  FOR  ACTION 

A  MAJOR  reform  of  industrial  rela- 
tions in  Britain  is  proposed  in  a  White 
Paper,  "In  Place  of  Strife — A  Policy 
for  Industrial  Relations,"  presented  to 
Parliament  on  January  17  by  Mrs. 
Barbara  Castle  (First  Secretary  and 
Secretary  of  State  for  Employment 
and  Productivity)  (Cmnd.  3888  H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  3s.  6d.).  The 
proposals  include  the  immediate  estab- 
lishment of  a  Commission  on  Indus- 
trial Relations  and  foreshadows  the 
introduction  of  a  comprehensive  In- 
dustrial Relations  Bill.  The  White 
Paper  follows  publication  of  the  report 
of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Trade 
Unions  (Donovan  report)  (see  C.  &  D., 
June  22,  1968,  p.  554)  which  examined 
the  industrial  relations  problems  facing 
the  country.  The  main  recommenda- 
tions of  the  White  Paper  (in  addition 
to  those  mentioned  above)  are  that 
trade  unions  will  be  given  the  right 
to  obtain  certain  sorts  of  information 
from  employers  and  that  the  right  to 
belong  to  a  trade  union  will  be  made 
part  of  all  contracts  of  employment. 

Pesticides  Sales 

A  12  PER  CENT.  INCREASE  RECORDED 

TOTAL  sales  of  pesticides  and  allied 
products  by  larger  manufacturers  in 
the  third  quarter  of  1968  were  valued 
at  nearly  £5'8  million,  an  increase  of 
12  per  cent,  over  the  corresponding 
quarter  of  1967.  In  the  same  period 
sales  of  pesticides  at  nearly  £L6  mil- 
lion fell  by  1 1  per  cent.  In  that  group 
sales  of  insecticides  and  rodenticides 
fell  by  12  and  8  per  cent,  respectively. 
Other  pesticides,  including  nematocides, 
increased  by  27  per  cent.  In  the  same 
periods  sales  of  fungicides  and  herbi- 
cides increased  by  14  and  27  per  cent, 
respectively.  Those  figures  are  given 
in  the  Board  of  Trade's  Business 
Monitor,  which  also  states  that  the 
value  of  exports  of  insecticides  and 
fungicides,  and  of  herbicides,  increased 
by  14  and  65  per  cent,  respectively 
over  the  corresponding  quarter  of 
1967.  Wholesale  prices  were  up  6  per 
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cent,  so  that  comparisons  which  have 
been  made  in  terms  of  current  value 
would  be  less  favourable  in  terms  of 
volume. 

Common  Cold  Research 

MORE  VOLUNTEERS  NEEDED 

MORE  volunteers  are  urgently  required 
to  enable  the  work  at  the  Common 
Cold  Research  Unit  to  continue  with- 
out interruption.  Among  promising 
new  lines  of  investigation  curently  be- 
ing undertaken  is  the  development  of 
laboratory  techniques  for  the  isolation 
of  viruses  causing  common  colds.  New 
viruses  have  been  recognised  and  re- 
cently it  has  been  suggested  that  some 
of  them  fall  into  a  hitherto  unrecog- 
nised group) — "corona  viruses" — from 
their  appearance  under  the  electron 
microscope.  Recently  the  Unit  has 
undertaken  a  small-scale  trial  of  live 
attenuated  influenza  virus  vaccines 
given  as  nasal  drops  or  spray — this 
type  of  vaccine  could  well  have  advan- 
tages over  those  given  by  injection. 
First  results  have  ben  encouraging. 
The  possible  use  of  a  new  synthetic 
compound  to  prevent  infection  is  also 
being  explored.  Volunteers  should  be 
healthy  persons  aged  between  18  and 
50  years  who  can  spare  ten  days  to  go 
to  Harvard  Hospital,  Salisbury,  where 
they  are  isolated  in  pairs  or  in  threes 
in  centrally-heated  flats.  Accommoda- 
tion is  free,  meals  are  provided  and 
fares  are  met.  A  daily  pocket  money 
alowance  of  five  shillings  is  provided. 
Details  from  the  Medical  Superinten- 
dent, Common  Cold  Research  Unit, 
Harvard  Hospital,  Salisbury,  Wilts. 

Pharmaceutical  Output 

GROWTH  RATE  AGAIN  SLACKENS 

PRODUCTION  of  pharmaceutical 
preparations  in  the  first  half  of  1968 
showed  a  rise  of  lj  per  cent,  com- 
pared with  the  first  half  of  1967,  accord- 
ing to  a  review  of  the  chemical  industry 
as  a  whole  given  in  the  Board  of  Trade 
Journal,  January  17.  The  review  points 
out  that  the  rise  was  less  than  that  of 
the  first  half  of  1967  over  1966  when 
it  was  9  per  cent.,  while  over  the  years 
1958-66  there  had  been  an  average 
growth  rate  of  10  per  cent.  Produc- 
tion of  toilet  preparations  in  January- 
June  1968  was  less  than  3  per  cent, 
up  on  the  equivalent  period  of  1967 
whilst  the  chemical  industry  as  a 
whole  rose  by  just  under  7  per  cent. 
The  price  index  for  pharmaceutical 
preparations  was  two  points  up  at 
105  (1954=100). 

Customs  Returns  1967-68 

PURCHASE  TAX  YIELD  UP 

GROSS  receipts  from  purchase  tax  in 
1967-68  at  £748  6  million  were  9  per 
cent,  up  on  the  previous  financial  year 
(£687  2  m.),  according  to  the  report  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and 
Excise  for  the  year  ended  March  31, 
1968  (H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price 
16s.  6d.).  Most  of  the  increase  was 
attributable  to  the  fact  that,  because 
the  tax  is  generally  collected  quarterly 
in  arrears,  1967-68  was  the  first  full 
year  of  the  surcharge-inclusive  rates 
(10  per  cent,  regulator  was  applied  in 


July  1966).  The  wholesale  value  of 
taxed  goods  was  up  by  only  2  per  cent. 
Receipts  from  drugs  and  medicines 
totalled  £12-3  m.  (£12  m.);  from  per- 
fumery, cosmetics  and  toilet  prepara- 
tions, £35"1  m.  (£32'5  m.);  from  toilet 
requisites,  £7-2  m.  (£6-8  m.),  and  from 
cameras  and  photographic  goods, 
£7  6  m.  (£6-8  m.). 

Sugar  Surcharge 

REPAYMENT  IN  CERTAIN  OPERATIONS 

THE  Sugar  (Surcharge  Remission) 
Order,  1968  (S.I.  1968  No.  2009),  effec- 
tive December  31,  1968,  prescribes 
certain  descriptions  of  goods  in 
respect  of  whose  manufacture  sugar 
surcharge  may  be  remitted  or  repaid. 
The  goods  prescribed  in  the  Order  are: 
anti-microbal  substances  produced  by 
the  culturing  of  living  micro-organisms 
(e.g.  penicillin);  dextrans;  dyestuffs; 
fructose;  gibberellic  acid  and  its  salts, 
griseofulvin;  itaconic  acid  and  its  salts; 
mannitol:  polyols;  sodium  gluco- 
heptonate;  sorbitol;  and  water-soluble 
textile  size. 

Rabies  World-wide 

REPORT  ON  W.H.O.  SURVEY 

A  WORLD-WIDE  survey  of  rabies 
carried  out  by  the  World  Health  Org- 
anisation, results  of  which  have  just 
been  published,  reports  that  in  1967 
637  people  died  of  rabies  in  ninety- 
two  countries.  Those  figures  are  stated 
to  represent  as  little  as  one-fifth  or 
even  one-tenth  of  the  actual  number 
of  deaths  in  the  world.  In  the  pre- 
ceding year  699  deaths  were  recorded. 
Of  the  ninety-two  countries  reporting 
to  W.H.O. ,  sixty-three  returned  evid- 
ence of  rabies  on  their  territory.  About 
560,000  vaccinations  were  carried  out 
on  people  who  had  been  in  contact 
with  animals  suspected  of  being  in- 
fected. Principal  vectors  of  rabies  in 
Africa,  Latin  America.  Asia  and  the 
southern  parts  of  Europe  are  dogs. 
Main  vectors  in  the  rest  of  Europe  and 
North  America  are  foxes  and  other 
wild  life.

Heriot-Watt  University 

NATIONAL  APPEAL  LAUNCHED 

A  NATIONAL  appeal  for  £15  million 
to  support  the  proposed  new  £10  mil- 
lion Heriot-Watt  University  on  a  park- 
land campus  on  Edinburgh's  western 
boundaries  has  already  reached  almost 
a  third  of  its  target  by  private  contact, 
it  was  revealed  on  January  20.  Major 
drawback  to  date  has  been  the  Govern- 
ment's delay  in  announcing  through 
the  Universities  Grants  Committee  its 
allocation  for  the  project.  As  a  result, 
the  principal  and  vice-chancellor  (Dr. 
Robert  Allan  Smith)  in  launching  the 
appeal  in  Edinburgh,  was  unable  to 
give  a  definite  starting  date  for  the 
new  university.  "We  have  still  a  hope 
that  of  beginning  our  first  student  in- 
take on  the  new  site  in  the  autumn  of 
1973,"  he  said,  "But  we  may  have  to 
pull  back  on  that,  depending  on  what 
we  are  told."  The  appeal  fund  has 
been  launched  to  provide  money  for 
development  in  the  way  the  university 
wants  to  best  meet  local  needs,  the 
Government  being  relied  upon  to  pro- 
vide the  bulk  of  the  £10  million  needed 
for  the  new  university.  Important 
among  departments  at  the  existing  two- 
year-old  university  in  central  Edin- 
burgh, is  the  pharmacy  department  at 
which  special  attention  in  under- 
graduate and  post-graduate  work  is 
currently  being  given  to  quality  con- 
trol; investigations  are  also  taking 
place  into  ways  in  which  drugs  break 
down  in  storage. 

OVERSEAS  NEWS 

WEST  GERMANY 

Druggists'  Exhibition 

In  Germany  the  retailing  of  products 
sold  through  chemists  follows  closely 
the  normal  continental  pattern  of  being 
divided  between  the  professional  phar- 
macists dealing  with  medicines  only 
and  the  druggists  who  handle  cosmetics 
and  toiletries,  photographic  and  sani- 
tary products  traditionally  in  Britain 
considered  the  chemist's  preserve.  The 
1968  Indrofa  Exhibition  at  Essen 
showed  that  the  druggists'  interests 
range  wide  taking  in  such  surprising 
items  as  angora  wool  underwear,  baby 
clothes,  costume  jewellery,  ornamental 
wax  candles,  chamois  leathers,  paint 
and  gardening  aids.  Nevertheless  a  high 
proportion  of  the  stands  was  given 
over  to  products  of  direct  interest  to 
chemists  in  Britain.  The  official  guide 
ran  to  356  pages.  The  leading  inter- 
national cosmetic  manufacturers  all 
had  elaborate  stands.  That  of  Eliza- 
beth Arden,  for  example,  included  a 
full  scale  circus  merry-go-round.  Even 
the  German  cosmetic  products  seemed 
to  go  to  America  or  France  for  their 
names  and  there  were  such  products  as 
Margaret  Astor,  "27,"  Sans  Soucis,  and 
Lady  Esther.  It  was  evident  that  the 
German  equivalent  of  the  "general 
sales  list"  proposed  in  the  Medicines 
Bill  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  severely 
restrictive.  The  nearest  the  products  ex- 
hibited came  to  being  in  any  way 
medicinal  was  that  they  included  tonic 
wines,  mineral  waters,  herbal  teas, 
rheumatism  massage  cream,  and  dia- 
betic food  products.

Drug  Working  Party 

A  PHARMACIST  APPOINTED 

SPEAKING  at  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Working  Party  on  Drug  Abuse  in 
Dublin  on  January  14,  the  Minister 
for  Health  (Mr.  Flanagan)  disclosed 
that  a  pharmacist  and  a  social 
worker  would  be  appointed  to  the 
group.  Members  of  the  pharmaceutical 
profession,  he  said,  had  regarded  the 
omission  of  a  representative  as  a 
deliberate  slight,  but  that  was  quite 
wrong.  He  indicated  that  he  was  seek- 
ing further  powers  to  prevent  drug 
abuse.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Adaptability 

Over  the  years  the  pharmacist  has  proved  himself  to  be  adaptable.  He 
has  had  need  to  be,  for  the  changes  in  an  established  pattern  have,  in  living 
memory,  been  prodigious.  Many  still  in  practice  have  seen  the  arrival  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act;  the  birth  of  Schedule  4;  compulsory  membership 
of  the  Society;  the  coming  of  the  National  Health  Service;  the  discovery 
of  insulin,  the  vitamins,  the  chemotherapeutic  range  of  compounds,  and 
antibiotics.  To  those  reared  on  the  simple  mixture,  pills  and  powders,  the 
brief  list  I  have  given  is  sufficient  to  indicate  that  progress  in  our  own  field 
is  matched  only  by  the  advance  from  the  horse-drawn  vehicle  to  the  space 
rocket.  Now  we  are  on  the  threshold  of  a  step  into  the  metric  system. 
That,  on  the  face  of  it,  should  not  prove  to  be  difficult,  for  we  have  been 
threatened  with  it  for  many  years.  Indeed,  if  those  responsible  for  the  first 
edition  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  in  1864  had  grasped  the  nettle,  theirs 
would  have  been  the  task  that  now  falls  to  us.  It  will  involve,  as  you  put 
it  in  your  editorial  comment,  a  switching  of  minds,  for  while  it  is  true 
that  we  were  taught  the  decimal  system  at  school  and  that  at  college  we 
accomplished  various  volumetric  weighings,  measurings  and  calculations 
of  a  metric  nature,  the  occasions  for  using  the  system  in  general-practice 
pharmacy  have  been  largely  dictated  by  medical  idiosyncrasy  of  a  rare  and 
sometimes  surprising  nature,  involving  the  best  and  the  worst  of  two  en- 
tirely different  worlds.  All,  doctors  and  pharmacists  alike,  have  found 
little  difficulty  with  tablets  and  capsules  of  modern  drugs,  which  have, 
from  their  inception,  been  based  on  grammes  and  milligrammes.  Though 
nurtured  on  the  Imperial  system,  we  have  not  thought  in  terms  of 
grains  for  an  antibiotic  capsule.  We  have  had  no  occasion  to  wonder  what 
5  mgm.  would  look  like  on  a  scale  pan,  nor  to  consider  the  physical  appear- 
ance of  0.05  mgm  of  thyroxin  in  a  tablet  bearing  that  description.  The 
reflexes  to  which  you  refer  in  your  leader  have  not  had  to  be  used  in  that 
direction. 

Practical  Problems 

What  I  have  said  is  of  course,  academic,  bearing  no  more  resemblance 
to  realities  than  the  new  edition  of  the  British  National  Formulary.  Not 
for  the  first  time  pharmacy  will  occupy  the  unenviable  position  of  buffer 
between  doctor  and  public.  The  responsibility  of  conversion  is  plainly 
thrust  on  the  shoulders  of  the  pharmacist,  and  the  duty  of  educating  the 
laymen  can  be  undertaken  by  no  other.  The  term  "5  ml."  means  nothing 
to  the  public  and  should  never  have  been  introduced.  It  is  too  late  to  in- 
struct that  a  medicine  spoonful  should  be  accepted  as  the  measuring 
standard,  and  that  one  or  two  (or  more)  of  such  spoonfuls  be  the  official 
description?  A  measured  standard  spoon  should  be  supplied  with  every 
bottle  of  medicine,  and  paid  for  in  the  same  manner  as  the  container.  The 
Contractors'  Committee  have  about  one  month  in  which  to  see  that  that 
is  done.  In  the  interests  of  public  safety  it  is  essential,  and  our  negotiators 
should  brook  no  refusal.  They  should  seek  an  immediate  meeting.  How  can 
anyone  expect  the  term  5  ml.  to  mean  anything  to  the  masses  who  have 
had  no  contact  with  litres  or  parts  thereof? 

Labelling? 

Mr.  J.  B.  Grosset,  in  a  letter  on  p.  54,  reminds  contractors  of  the  need 
to  take  account  of  the  automatic  descriptive  labelling  of  dispensed  medi- 
cines when  a  survey  is  made  of  the  time  factor  in  dispensing.  They  should 
take  note  also  of  the  labelling  requirements  imposed  in  the  B.N.F.,  such 
as:  "Caution.  This  preparation  is  inflammable.  Keep  away  from  a  naked 
flame;"  or  "To  be  taken  well  diluted  with  water;"  or  "Caution  —  This  paste 
is  very  irritant  to  the  eyes;"  or  "The  tablets  should  be  crushed  before  being 
swallowed;"  or  "The  tablets  should  be  chewed  before  being  swallowed." 
Those  are  only  some  of  the  labelling  instructions,  the  responsibility  for 
which  is  placed  on  the  pharmacist.  It  has  long  been  my  habit  to  give  verbal 
instruction,  but  that  is  no  longer  acceptable  except  as  an  added  warning 
to  the  words  on  the  label. 
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OPPOSING  VIEWS  ON  CANNABIS  REPORT 

Medical  journals  take  sides 


THE  medical  weekly  Press  is  sharply 
divided  on  the  report  on  cannabis  of 
the  Advisory  Committee  on  Drug 
Dependence  (see  C.  &  D.,  January  11, 
p.  23).  The  Lancet  in  its  January  18 
issue  says  that  the  decision  to  recom- 
mend a  reduction  in  the  penalties  for 
unlawful  possession  of  cannabis  is  the 
right  one.  "We  hope  that  forecasts  of 
its  rejection  by  the  Home  Secretary 
will  prove  false."  It  is  pointed  out  that 
in  1967  a  quarter  of  all  cannabis 
offenders,  and  17  per  cent,  of  first 
offenders,  were  sent  to  prison — a  situa- 
tion that  the  Lancet  thinks  should  not 
continue.  "Evidence  that  a  high  pro- 
portion of  heroin  addicts  have  pre- 
viously taken  cannabis  does  no  more 
than  suggest  that  the  marihuana 
smoker  is  more  likely  than  the  non- 
smoker  to  take  heroin :  the  frequency 
of  such  a  progression  remains  obscure." 

In  the  same  issue,  Drs.  A.  A.  Baker 
(Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security)  and  E.  G.  Lucas  (Brookwood 
Hospital,  Woking,  Surrey)  report  an 
analysis  of  seventy-nine  of  the  eighty- 
two  cases  in  which  cannabis  addiction 
was  recorded  as  the  cause  of  admis- 
sion to  a  psychiatric  hospital  in  1966. 
In  1967  the  number  had  increased  to 
140.  The  authors  found  the  most 
serious  acute  syndrome  to  be  a  toxic 
confusional  psychosis  in  which  dis- 
orientation and  hallucinations  could  be 
expected.  "Addiction  to  cannabis," 
they  conclude,  "is  sometimes  linked 
with  a  way  of  life  which  shows  a 
steady  social  deterioration  and  some- 
times progression  to  more  serious 
drugs  of  addiction." 

Sharp    criticism    of    the  Advisory 


Committee's  report  comes  from  the 
British  Medical  Journal,  which  finds 
it  "unfortunate"  that  the  inquiry  was 
not  started  from  the  basis  that  "since 
cannabis  is  a  drug  that  acts  on  the 
nervous  system,  causing  disturbances 
of  perception  and  cognition,  its  use 
should  clearly  be  cut  down  as  much  as 
possible."  The  effects  of  cannabis  con- 
tinue to  make  it  an  "attractive  source 
of  refreshment  to  people  of  immature 
personality"  and  it  is  that,  rather  than 
the  "generation  gap"  that  explains  the 
prevalence  of  use  among  adolescents. 
Rather  than  reduce  the  amount  of 
intoxication  with  the  drug,  the  Journal 
feels  the  report  may  have  the  opposite 
effect. 

IN  PARLIAMENT 

WHEN  the  House  of  Commons  re- 
assembled on  January  20  after  the 
Christmas  recess,  several  questions 
were  asked  about  the  availability  of 
influenza  vaccine. 

Mr.  D.  Ennals  (Minister  of  State, 
Health)  said  the  Government  had  no 
direct  responsibility  for  the  manufac- 
ture or  distribution  of  influenza 
vaccine.  Increasing  quantities  of  Hong 
Kong  type  influenza  vaccine  were  be- 
coming available  for  retail  chemists, 
and  substantial  supplies  had  already 
gone  to  the  West  Midlands  area.  Fur- 
ther dispatches  would,  subject  to  satis- 
factory testing,  be  made  this  week. 
Almost  1  million  doses  would  have 
been  distributed  by  the  middle  of  the 
current  week.  Supply  was  still  not 
meeting  demand  but,  he  repeated, 
increasing  quantities  were  going  to 
retail  chemists. 


Health  Service  Reform 

Mr.  K.  Lomas  asked  the  Secretary 
for  Social  Services  when  he  expected 
to  produce  a  White  Paper  on  the 
reform  of  the  National  Health  Service. 

Mr.  R.  Crossman  replied  that, 
while  he  had  not  yet  received  all  the 
comments  on  the  Green  Paper  pub- 
lished in  July,  1968  he  had  begun 
discussions  with  representative  organ- 
isations. No  precise  date  could  be 
given  for  a  further  statement.  Mr. 
Lomas  asked  if  the  Minister  would 
give  an  undertaking  to  abolish  pre- 
scription charges  so  soon  as  Great 
Britain  secured  a  favourable  balance 
of  payments.  The  reply,  given  by  Mr. 
Ennals,  was  in  the  negative.  It  was 
necessary,  said  Mr.  Ennals,  to  take 
into  account  all  relevant  considera- 
tions.

INQUESTS 

"The    Pill"    Blamed    for  Death 

At  an  inquest  at  Hemel  Hempstead, 
Herts,  on  January  20,  it  was  stated 
that  oral  contraceptives  were  almost 
certainly  responsible  for  the  death  of 
Mrs.  E.  Davies,  who  died  on  January 
14.  Dr.  Brian  Jones,  a  pathologist,  said 
it  was  known  that  oral  contraceptives 
increased  the  clotting  powers  of  the 
blood  and  very  occasionally  gave  rise 
to  complications.  It  would  be  unlikely 
for  clotting  to  occur  in  the  pelvic 
veins  of  an  otherwise  fit  and  non- 
pregnant woman.  Dr.  Patricia  Gough 
said  she  had  prescribed  Volidan  to 
Mrs.  Davies  on  a  renewal  prescription 
when  she  came  into  her  care.  She 
had  given  her  a  routine  check  and 
there  was  no  history  of  any  kind  of 
thrombosis.  Dr.  J.  Deacon,  medical 
adviser  to  B.D.H.  Pharmaceuticals, 
Ltd.,  said  it  was  the  first  incident  he 
had  heard  of  in  relation  to  Volidan  21. 
Volidan  was  marketed  in  June  1963 
and  the  company  had  issued  a  leaflet 
to  doctors  warning  them  not  to  pres- 
cribe it  for  women  suffering  from 
thrombosis-type  diseases.  Mr.  R. 
Raikes,  the  coroner,  recorded  a  verdict 
of  death  by  misadventure.

CONSTRUCTION  will  shortly  start 
on  an  expansion  of  Laporte  Industries, 
Ltd.'s  sulphate  titanium  dioxide  pro- 
cess, at  Bunbury,  Western  Australia, 
from  12,000  tons  to  18,000  tons  a  year. 
The  increased  output  will  be  available 
in  the  second  half  of  this  year. 

AGREEMENT  has  been  reached 
by  Syntex  Corporation  and  AB  Astra 
on  the  formation  of  a  jointly-owned 
company  for  the  marketing  of  human 


and  veterinary  pharmaceutical  products 
in  the  Scandinavian  countries.  The 
joint  company,  to  be  called  Astra- 
Syntex,  is  expected  to  commence  mar- 
keting early  this  year.  Pharmaceutical 
processing  distribution  will  be  carried 
out  for  the  joint  company  by  Astra.

The  new  plant  can  produce 
up  to  1,000  tons  a  year,  sufficient  to 
meet  the  company's  requirements  for 
photographic  uses  and  provide  a  sub- 
stantial surplus  for  sale  and  for  the 
manufacture  of  derivatives;  there  will 
also  be  a  range  of  manganese  salts  as 
by-products.

The  construction  which  will 
have  a  total  covered  area  of  250,000 
sq.  ft.,  will  house  Jeyes'  existing  paper 
conversion  and  bottling  activities  which 
at  present  are  carried  on  at  Plaistow 
and  Barking  in  East  London.  The 
Plaistow  works  will  eventually  be 
closed  down  for  redevelopment.  Com- 
pletion is  scheduled  for  around  the 
end  of  1969. 

TWO  pharmaceutical  factories  are 
being  built  in  France  and  Italy  by 
Imperial  Chemical  Industries,  Ltd., 
which  currently  exports  over  £13  mil- 
lion worth  of  drugs  a  year.  The  fac- 
tories, costing  approximately  £1|  mil- 
lion, will  provide  a  base  for  future 
expansion  of  the  company's  pharma- 
ceuticals sales  in  Europe  and  will 
handle  the  processing  and  formulation 
of  chemicals  shipped  from  the  com- 
pany's Macclesfield  works.  The  French 
factory  is  being  built  for  the  I.C.I, 
subsidiary  Laboratoires  Avion  and, 
subject  to  Government  approval,  will 
be  located  at  Rheims,  replacing  the 
company's  smaller  existing  plant  on 
the  outskirts  of  Paris.  The  Italian  fac- 
tory is  being  constructed  on  a  5-acre 
site  near  Milan  for  Icpharma,  a  com- 
pany formed  in  1968  to  take  over  the 
processing  and  marketing  of  I.C.I, 
pharmaceuticals  division  products. 
Both  will  come  into  operation  in 
1971.

Gamma  Spectrometer.  —  The  in- 
dustrial equipment  division  of  N.  V.

—  An  instrument 
available  from  Paterson  Candy  Inter- 
national, Ltd.,  21  The  Mall,  London, 
W.5,  measures  the  turbidity  or  colour 
of  a  liquid.  It  consists  basically  of  a 
viewing  chamber  through  which  a 
sample  of  the  liquid  is  allowed  to  flow 
continuously.  A  beam  of  light  adjusted 
by  an  iris  diaphragm,  is  directed 
through  the  fluid  between  windows  on 
to  a  photo-electric  cell.  A  second  beam 
directed  on  to  another  photocell  acts  as 
a  reference  cell.  The  unit  compares 
electric  ouptut  of  the  two  cells  and  in- 
dicates the  degree  of  opacity  of  the 
liquid.  A  feature  of  the  instrument  is 
that  the  windows  at  each  end  of  the 
viewing  chamber  are  in  the  form  of 
two  rotating  discs  of  glass,  which  are 
cleaned  continuously.  Thus  the  forma- 
tion of  deposits  that  would  interfere 
with  the  light  and  affect  accuracy  of 
measurement  is  avoided.

A  SHEERNESS  PHARMACY  MODERNISED 

"Marked  increase"  in  prescription  takings 


COMPLETED  in  time  to  cater  for 
Christmas  1968  trading,  the  Co-opera- 
tive pharmacy  at  Sheerness,  Kent,  has 
had  a  new  shopfront  installed,  and 
the  sales  area  has  been  doubled.  Fur- 
nished with  Counterpoint  equipment, 
the  department  introduces  self-selection 
for  the  non-medical  goods  sold. 

The  pharmacy  forms  a  separate  sec- 
tion within  the  department  store  of  the 
Sheerness  Co-operative  Society,  Ltd., 
and  has  its  own  distinctive  shopfront, 
though  there  is  internal  access  from 
the  hardware  and  electrical  depart- 
ments of  the  main  store. 

"One  of  the  first  results  of  modernisa- 
tion" says  Mr.  Meyrick,  the  pharmacy 
manager  (he  retires  at  the  end  of  this 
year),  "was  a  marked  increase  in 
prescription  takings." 

Carrying  the  New  Symbol 

The  new  shopfront  has  a  main  facia 
and  pilasters  of  granite,  and  an  illumin- 
ated Perspex  subfacia  in  white,  with 
the  word  chemist  in  blue  and 
carrying  the  new  "Co-op"  symbol  at 
one  end  in  reversed  colours.  The  display 
windows  and  centrally  positioned 
double-entrance  door  are  fully  glazed 
to  give  a  clear  view  into  the  pharmacy, 
and  are  held  by  silver-anodised  alumi- 
nium sashes  and  frames.  The  windows 
are  set  at  an  angle  to  create  a  lobby 
effect,  which  is  paved  with  off-white 
glazed  tiles. 

Floor  of  the  pharmacy  is  in  black- 
and-white  lino  tiling,  with  bright 
illumination  provided  by  double  strips 
of  fluorescent  lighting  in  continuous 
runs  down  each  side  of  the  pharmacy. 

Left-hand  wall  of  the  pharmacy  is 
furnished  with  Counterpoint  wall  units, 
which  are  for  the  most  part  fitted  with 
open  shelving.  Baby  and  household 
goods  are  displayed.  The  wall  units 
nearer  the  entrance  on  the  right  are 
fitted  with  glass  display  cabinets  at  eye 


level  and  drawer  or  cupboard  stock 
units  below.  Those  towards  the  far  end 
have  open  shelving.  Merchandise  con- 
sists of  a  range  of  toiletries  and 
cosmetics,  glass  display  cabinets  being 
used  for  the  more  expensive  items  in 
order  to  deter  the  light-fingered. 

At  the  rear  of  the  pharmacy  is  an 
illuminated  red  and  white  sign  read- 
ing "Prescriptions."  A  section  of  open 
shelving  on  the  left  displays  surgical 
goods  and  "patent"  and  packaged 
medicines.  Prescriptions  are  dealt  with 
through  a  service  hatch  connecting  the 
dispensary  (which  was  also  modernised 
by  Counterpoint),  with  the  shop. 
The  hatch  can  be  locked  when  the 
pharmacist  is  out,  and  that  effectively 
converts  the  sales  area  into  a  drug 
store.  That  rear  area  is,  however, 
mainly  furnished  as  a  photographic 
section.  Its  Counterpoint  units  are  so 
arranged  as  to  create  an  alcove  under- 
neath the  prescription  sign  and  an 
adjacent  projection  room.  The  shelf 
units  are  stocked  with  photographic 
sundries,  and  on  the  fully  glazed  main 
service  counter  cameras  are  set  out.  The 
right  wall  of  the  projection  room  is 
also  fitted  with  display  shelving,  and 
the  room  is  closed  off  with  a  curtain 
when  in  use.  Equipment  up  to  £50  in 
value  is  sold,  and  there  is  a  good  trade 
in  telescopes  and  binoculars,  as  might 
be  expected  at  a  Thames-estuary  loca- 
tion. 

All  wall  units  are  fitted  with  black 
pelmets  and  illuminated  merchandise 
signs,  those  on  the  left  having  blue- 
backed,  and  those  on  the  right  pink- 
backed,  panels  with  matching  door  and 
drawer  fronts. 

On  the  right  is  a  display  service 
counter  for  cosmetics.  Early  in  1969  the 
centre  of  the  pharmacy  is  going  to 
contain  a  row  of  gondola  units  for  the 
bulkier  goods,  special  offers  and 
seasonal  merchandise.

PROBLEMS  OF  COMMUNICATION 

Mrs.  Leigh  tells  how  the  Society's  Council  is  tackling  them 


FIRST  meeting  to  be  held  in  a  new 
post-graduate  medical  centre  in  Leices- 
ter was  the  annual  joint  meeting  of  the 
local  branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union.  Speaker  at  the  meeting  was 
Mrs.  E.  M.  J.  Leigh  (a  member  of 
Council)  who  discussed  "Problems  of 
Communication."  As,  said  Mrs.  Leigh, 
pharmacy  was  a  science-based  profes- 
sion, there  was  a  constant  need  to 
keep  up  to  date.  To  that  end  the 
poison  rules,  pharmacology,  new  pro- 
ducts and  new  uses  and  abuses  should 
be  studied.  It  was  vitally  important 
for  headquarters  policy  to  be  ex- 
plained— the  recent  "Dickson"  case  had 
probably  arisen  because  of  a  misunder- 
standing because  the  Council's  original 
motion  had  not  been  fully  explained. 
The  Council  was  now  fully  aware  of 
the  need  for  adequate  communication 
and  used  the  pharmaceutical  Press,  the 
branch  system  and  various  meetings  to 
share  information.  The  Branch  Repre- 
sentatives' and  annual  meetings,  to- 
gether with  the  new  regional  con- 
ferences, were  a  direct  method  of  com- 
municating with  members.  It  should  be 
noted  that  all  motions  discussed  at  the 
Branch  Representatives'  meeting  were 
discussed  again  by  the  Organisation 
Committee,  whether  or  not  they  had 
been  passed  by  the  Representatives. 
Branch  meetings  had  to  compete  with 
many  other  attractions  and  visiting 
Council  members  found  themselves 
talking  to  the  "converted."  Branch 
newsletters,  an  excellent  means  of 
imparting  information,  had  been 
highly   successful   in   many  branches. 

Present  Channels 

The  branch  system  gave  a  chance 
to  communicate  with  members  of 
other  professions — through  the  new 
medical  centres  and  through  contacts 
with  hospital  and  college  staff.  Com- 
munication with  the  public  was  also 
possible  on  a  day-to-day  basis  in  the 
pharmacy  and  through  pharmacists' 
taking  part  in  public  life  and  local 
government.  Women  pharmacists  who 
were  members  of  women's  organisations 
had  a  special  responsibility  to  give  the 
correct  public  image  of  pharmacy. 
Closer  ties  between  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Students'  Association  and  the 
Society  were  helping  students  to  be  in 
touch  with  the  Society,  with  prospec- 
tive employers  and  with  industry.  The 
Society's  inspectors  provided  a  means 
of  assessing  the  value  of  information 
supplied  to  members  and  how  it  was 
received.  The  inspectors  were  able  to 
explain  and  answer  queries  and  to 
report  back  to  Bloomsbury  Square. 
Asked  by  Mr.  L.  A.  Wood  (Branch 
secretary)  why  notes  for  branch  news- 
letters had  not  been  sent  out  since 
June  1967,  Mrs.  Leigh  said  that  both 
the  committee  dealing  with  publicity 
and  the  Press  officer  had  been  fully 
occupied  with  the  Medicines  Bill  [now 
Act].  The  Press  officer  had,  moreover, 
been  impressed  with  the  high  quality  of 
the  newsletters,  making  it  less  neces- 
sary, he  had  felt,  to  send  out  material. 
Mr.  Cecil  Jacobs  asked  if  the  Coun- 
cil were  satisfied  with  the  methods  of 


communication  to  schools  about  re- 
cruitment, and  Mrs.  Leigh's  reply  was 
that  all  schools  of  pharmacy  were  cir- 
cularised and  that  material  was  avail- 
able for  local  use  at  exhibitions.  Grants 
were  made  by  the  Council  to  enable 
schools  of  pharmacy  to  entertain 
careers  masters,  and  careers  officers 
were  being  appointed  by  each  branch; 
those  officers  might  ask  schools  if  they 
could  talk  to  pre-O-level  pupils.  Mr.  K. 
Exley  pointed  out  that  the  branch 
committee  had  been  discussing  the  pos- 
sibility of  a  pharmacist  with  local  con- 
nections "adopting"  the  local  grammar 
school  and  making  contact  with  the 
careers  master  or  mistress.

NEW  CAREERS  BOOKLET  PUBLISHED 

"BUYING  and  Selling"  is  the  title  of 
a  new  booklet  published  in  the 
"Choice  of  Careers"  series  (H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  2s.  6d.)  on 
January  6.  The  booklet  does  not 
attempt  to  discuss  careers  in  the  retail 
trades  which  are  the  subject  of  other 
booklets  in  the  series  but  describes 
the  work  of  the  industrial  purchasing 
officer;  buyer  for  the  wholesale  trade; 
buyer  of  raw  materials  and  commo- 
dities, including  importing;  sales  repre- 
sentative; technical  representative;  sales 
manager;  export  salesman  or  overseas 
representative.  Methods  of  entry, 
facilities  for  training  and  opportunities 
are  also  described. 

EVENTS 

fact  that  women  pensioners  between 
the  ages  of  sixty  and  sixty-five  must 
still  be  charged  for  their  prescriptions. 
Whitehall  had  based  its  decision  on  the 
patient's  age,  a  misguided  ruling  that 
disregarded  the  only  true  criterion  — 
the  patient's  status  as  a  pensioner.  In 
the  Society's  view  the  Ministry  was 
ignoring  both  the  spirit  of  the  law  (that 
a  woman  was  entitled  to  a  pension  at 
60,  five  years  earlier  than  a  man)  and 
the  human  problems  to  which  its  policy 
gave  rise.  Couples  living  on  the  retire- 
ment pension  were  frequently  embar- 
rassed when  the  charge  was  demanded 
of  wives  aged  under  sixty-five,  and  it 
was  obvious  to  pharmacists  in  general 
practice  that  the  impost  had  not  been 
reckoned  with  in  the  couple's  weekly 
budget.  The  president  also  referred  to 
the  public's  need  of  professional  advice 
on  the  subject  of  medicines.  How 
ironic  it  was,  he  said,  "that,  in  so 
highly  sophisticated  a  society  as  ours, 
the  layman  should  so  often  seek  to 
reclaim  his  health  with  the  aid  of 
medicines  recommended  only  by  a 
copywriter."  An  independent  outlook 
could  usually  be  applauded,  but  not 
when  it  was  pursued  in  ignorance,  and 
certainly  not  when  health  was  at  stake. 
Independence  in  that  context  was  irre- 
sponsible, especially  when  the  profes- 
sional advice  of  the  pharmacist  was 
freely  available. 

WEST  MIDDLESEX 
Need  for  Security 

The  need  for  security  in  all  shops, 
but  especially  in  pharmacies,  was 
argued  by  Sergeant  B.  Woodcock 
(crime  prevention  officer,  Ealing  and 
Acton)  when  he  recently  addressed 
members  of  West  Middlesex  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  He  was 
unable  to  give  details  of  new  security 
arrangements  for  storing  scheduled 
drugs,  as  they  had  not  yet  been  fully 
formulated.  But  all  methods  of  entry 
should  be  made  as  difficult  as  possible 
for  burglars.  Mortise  locks  and  bolts 
and  bars  should  be  used  where  neces- 
sary; fanlights  of  any  description  were 
an  invitation  to  any  one  to  break  in. 
To  leave  keys  in  locks  was  a  bad 
habit.

It  was  equally 
foolish  to  leave  keys  in  exposed  places 
during   the  day,   since   casual  callers 
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could  handle  them  for  a  few  seconds 
whilst  unobserved,  and  it  was  simple 
to  get  the  impression  of  a  key  by 
merely  pressing  the  wards  of  the  key 
into  the  wrist.  A  perfect  impression 
was  formed  that  would  last  at  least  a 
quarter   of  an  hour   (ample   time  to

Small  Decimal  Doses 

Sir, — I  would  like  to  make  a  point 
concerning  the  mishap  in  Sheffield 
Children's  Hospital  (see  C.  &  D., 
January  18,  p.  50),  where  a  baby  died 
from  an  overdose  of  digoxin  caused 
rjy  an  arithmetical  error.  During  my 
time  as  Group  Chief  Pharmacist  to 
the  Leavesden,  nr.  Watford,  Herts, 
Hospital  Management  Committee,  I 
insisted  on  stating  in  common  frac- 
tions smaller  decimal  amounts  than 
001  gm.  (that  is,  10  mgm.).  At 
that  time,  of  course,  the  decimal 
system  was  in  use  side  by  side  with 
the  Imperial  system.  Thus  digoxin 
tablets  and  injections  had  to  be 
labelled  "tab.  digoxin  |  (i.e.  0-25) 
mgm."  and  "digoxin  injection  i  (0  25) 
mgm.  in  2  c.c.  (ml.)."  That  precaution 
prevented  miscalculation  of  very  small 
doses  in  the  decimal  system,  which  is 
in  use  all  over  Europe  and  U.S.A. 
and  is  otherwise  much  easier  than  the 
Imperial  system.  As  the  unfortunate 
doctor  wanted  the  baby  at  Sheffield  to 
have  8  /igm.  (i.e.  0"008  mgm.)  of 
digoxin,  the  third  part  of  2  c.c.  (i.e. 
0"7  c.c.)  of  one  ampoule  of  digoxin 
should  have  been  supplied  and  the 
baby  would  have  survived.  The 
coroner's  suggestion  to  use  micro- 
grammes  would  only  complicate  the 
administration  of  small  doses  and  can- 
not be  entertained.

Sir, — I  refuse  to  believe  that  Mr. 
Patrick  is  serious  about  everything  he 
wrote  from  the  sidelines  of  his  retire- 
ment. I  would  suggest,  with  the  utmost 
respect,  that  he  should  set  aside  a  small 
portion  of  his  leisure  time  to  recon- 
sider the  validity  of  some  of  his  state- 
ments. Does  Mr.  Patrick  in  his  heart 
of  hearts  really  believe  that  a  pharma- 
cist in  this  day  and  age  is  a  mere 
tablet  counter?  Does  he  really  con- 
sider that  the  Society  "amused"  itself 
by  adding  item  after  item  to  the 
Poisons  List?  It  is  when  Mr.  Patrick 
comes  to  the  question  of  having  his 
livelihood  kicked  out  from  under  him 
by  commercial  opportunism  that  my 
sympathy  is  aroused.  Here  again  it  is 
unfair  to  castigate  the  Society,  because 
he  must  know  that  in  this  type  of 
situation  the  Society  cannot  "propose 
and  dispose."  The  Society  is  fully 
engaged  in  studying  the  problems  of 
creating  a  planned  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vice, which  is  a  positive  approach  to 
the  provision  of  such  services,  embrac- 
ing as  it  does  the  need  to  prevent  the 
opening  of  pharmacies  in  areas  already 
well  served  and  seeking  to  ensure  the 
provision  of  adequate  services  in  new 
areas  of  population  growth.  It  is  a  task 
of  gigantic  proportions  and  every 
aspect  of  the  problem  must  be  "thought 
through"  very  carefully.  The  Council 
of  the  Society,  by  setting  up  a  Com- 
mittee to  look  at  this  problem,  has 
taken  but  the  first  few  tentative  steps 
along  what  will  prove  to  be  a  long 
and  arduous  road.  Such  a  plan  must, 
in  the  first  place,  find  approval  among 
the  profession  itself.  Thereafter  the 
Government  of  the  day  must  be  per- 
suaded of  its  worth  as  of  value  to  the 
nation.  To  rush  a  matter  of  such  im- 
portance is  to  court  disaster,  for  such 
a  plan  must  be  built  on  the  funda- 
mental basis  of  the  public  interest,  and 
must  be  unassailably  demonstrated  to 
be  so,  otherwise  it  will  attract  the 
label  "dressed  up  monopoly"  and  be 
consigned  to  the  political  scrap  heap.

Sir, — Mr.  Patrick's  account  of  his 
fifty  years  in  general  practice  makes 
mighty  interesting  reading,  but  some 
of  his  statements  puzzle  me.  There 
may  have  been  men  admitted  to  the 
register  on  the  strength  of  a  three- 
months'  course,  but  I  have  never 
before  heard  of  them.  All  those  that 
I  have  made  contact  with — and  there 
were  scores — underwent  a  full  nine 
months'  course  of  training.  Lloyd 
George's  Government  had  decided  that 
men  who  had  had  their  careers  inter- 
rupted by  war  service  should  be 
assisted  through  college,  and  thus 
helped  to  qualify  (that  ruling  applied 
equally  to  many  walks  of  life);  but, 
once  having  qualified,  neither  our 
Society  nor  any  other  could  refuse 
registration.  Messrs.  Boots,  in  the 
meantime,  had  done  very  well  out  of 
wartime  contracts,  and,  no  doubt 
aided  by  the  flood  of  registrations, 
were  thus  able  to  initiate  a  big  pro- 
gramme of  expansion.  But  what  could 
the  Society  do  about  that,  as  about 
so  many  of  the  things  Mr.  Patrick 
expects  it  to  have  dealt  with?  He 
begins  his  letter  by  saying  that  the 
Society  is  weak  and  powerless,  which 
we  all  know  to  be  true,  so  why  expect 
so  much  of  it?  Has  Mr.  Patrick  never 
heard  of  the  Jenkin  decision?  The 
basic  trouble  is,  of  course,  that  here 
in  England  pharmacy  is  not  an  inde- 
pendent profession,  like  dentistry  or 
optical  work.  If  it  were,  the  prepara- 
tion and  publication  of  pharmacopaeias 
would  have  been  in  the  hands  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  not  of  the 
General  Medical  Council.  Moreover, 
this  "limitation  of  pharmacies"  that 
Mr.  Patrick  wants  done  now  would 
then  have  been  practical  politics 
generations  ago,  as  it  is  in  so  many 
Continental  countries.  It  is  not  with- 
out significance  that  Nicholas  Herd- 
man  could  tell  the  Torbay  branch  at 
its  annual  dinner  that  "the  British 
pharmacist,  alone  in  Europe,  is  com- 
pelled to  supplement  his  income  by 
selling  goods  of  a  non-medical  nature."

Polaroid  Sunglasses. 
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Legislating  for  Cannabis 

Reactions  to  the  Wootton  Report  (Report  by  the 
Advisory  Committee  on  Drug  Dependence,  see  C.  &  D., 
January  11,  p.  1968)  have  varied  from  incredulous 
amazement  to  sympathetic  agreement.  After  the  initial 
shock  the  report  may  be  seen  as  a  genuine  attempt  to 
come  to  grips  with  a  difficult  social  problem,  however 
misguided  we  may  consider  the  suggested  solution. 
Paragraph  81  of  the  report  suggests  that  the  associa- 
tion of  cannabis  in  legislation  with  heroin  and  the 
other  opiates  is  entirely  inappropriate,  and  that  new  and 
quite  separate  legislation  to  deal  specially  and  separ- 
ately with  cannabis  and  its  synthetic  derivatives  should 
be  introduced  so  soon  as  possible. 

The  Single  Convention  on  Narcotic  Drugs,  1961,  lays 
down  standards  for  control  of  scheduled  drugs,  among 
which  cannabis  is  included.  The  report  correctly  states 
that  Article  36  of  the  Single  Convention  obliges  parties 
to  it  to  penalise  intentional  offences  for  possession  and 
trafficking,  but  not  for  use.  The  report  is  critical  of 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1965,  because  that  statute 
imposes  the  same  penalties  for  unlawful  possession  as  it 
does  for  unlawful  supply,  and  also  because  the  maxi- 
mum penalties  for  offences  involving  cannabis  are  com- 
mon to  all  drugs  prohibited  or  controlled  under  the 
Act. 

Main  difficulty  arising  from  the  report  is  that  the 
members  have  concentrated  on  a  small  sector  at  the 
expense  of  the  larger  field.  The  controls  imposed  by  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act  are  concerned  not  only  with 
individual  possession  of  the  drug  but  also  with  its  res- 
triction on  prescription  and  with  controls  on  manufac- 
turing. Those  aspects  of  control  are  virtually  ignored. 
If  the  Advisory  Committee  is  satisfied  with  the  controls, 
but  considers  that  the  penalties  for  unlawful  possession 
are  too  severe,  then  that  problem  is  capable  of  solu- 
tion by  the  domestic  law.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
Committee  considers  that  cannabis  should  be  removed 
from  the  control  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act.  then  the 
problem  of  the  Single  Convention  arises.  By  that  instru- 
ment cannabis  is  subjected  to  control,  and  Britain  would 
have  to  lodge  with  the  Secretary  General  of  the  United 
Nations  an  instrument  of  denunciation  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Article  46.  To  refuse  to  accept 
an  International  Convention  of  the  United  Nations 
would  require  a  policy  decision  of  the  highest  order. 

From  the  report  it  is  not  clear  whether  the  recom- 
mendation in  paragraph  81  is  to  free  cannabis  from  the 
control  of  the  Act.  Nor  is  the  situation  clarified  by  the 
following  statement  in  paragraph  99 :  "We  think,  how- 


ever, that  when  cannabis  or  its  derivatives  are  pres- 
cribed, records  of  the  kind  which  can  be  inspected  by 
H.M.  Inspectors  of  Drugs  should  be  available."  Most 
pharmacists  would  take  that  to  mean  records  kept  under 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act. 

It  would  seem  that  a  report  dealing  with  so  import- 
ant a  social  problem  as  cannabis  has  been  rendered  less 
useful  because  the  committee  concerned  has  not  been 
able  to  grasp  the  complexities  of  the  situation.  The 
pharmacist's  knowledge  would  have  been  a  valuable 
asset  to  the  committee  and  it  is  a  pity  that  this  lesson 
has  still  not  been  learned  in  the  right  quarter. 

Training  for  Technicians 

Publication  by  the  City  and  Guilds  of  London  Institute 
of  their  regulations  and  syllabus  for  the  Dispensing 
Technician's  Certificate  (see  pp.  67  and  85)  brings  to 
fruition  much  behind-the-scenes  work  and  negotiation. 
For  the  first  time,  perhaps,  there  will  be,  on  a  nationally 
uniform  basis,  an  essentially  practical  qualification, 
backed  by  sound  theory,  that  has  been  designed  from 
the  beginning  to  serve  the  needs  of  both  hospital  and 
retail  pharmacy  assistants. 

The  course  extends  over  three  years'  part-time  day 
or  part-time  day  and  evening  study.  Entrants  to  the 
first  year  (which  covers  elementary  science,  retailing 
and  Health  Service  structure)  need  only  have  received 
full-time  education  to  the  age  of  sixteen.  They  may  be 
excused  the  first  year  if  they  have  specified  passes  at 
the  Ordinary  level  of  the  General  Certificate  of  Educa- 
tion, or  their  equivalent.  Another  method  of  exemption 
will  be  a  pass  in  the  Certificate  in  Retailing  (Pharmacy). 
That  qualification  is  not  yet  in  being,  however,  though 
a  syllabus  has  been  drafted  and  is  currently  being  dis- 
cussed in  committees  and  by  the  various  examining 
bodies.  Once  approved,  it  should  provide  a  "bridging" 
course  for  those  going  on  to  the  technician  certificate. 

Second  and  third  years  of  the  technician's  course 
deal  with  dispensary  techniques  and  with  physiology  and 
pharmacology.  The  bias  of  the  course  can  be  seen  from 
the  fact  that  180  hours  are  to  be  spent  in  practical  dis- 
pensary work  against  ninety  hours  on  theory.  With  such 
a  wide-ranging  course,  it  is  pertinent  that  the  Institute 
should  have  specified,  in  relation  particularly  to  physio- 
logy and  pharmacology,  that  the  student  "should  be 
aware  of  the  limitations  of  his  or  her  knowledge." 

The  next  step  is  to  encourage  colleges  to  establish 
courses.  Approaches  have  been  made  to  a  number  of 
those  likely  to  be  interested,  and  it  is  hoped  that  some 
courses  under  the  new  regulations  will  be  available  in 
the  session  starting  in  September.  Indeed,  one  or  two 
courses  that  have  already  started  on  the  right  lines  may 
entitle  those  attending  to  sit  the  examinations  in  1970 — 
as  provided  for  by  the  regulations.  The  necessary  stimu- 
lus to  colleges  might  well  come  from  local  pharmacists 
or  pharmaceutical  organisations,  for  the  first  obstacle 
is  often  the  need  to  convince  the  authorities  that  suffi- 
cient demand  exists  in  their  area  to  warrant  a  course. 
Where  it  is  impossible  for  candidates  to  attend  a  col- 
lege course,  the  regulations  make  provision  for  "exter- 
nal" candidates. 

A  major  advantage  of  the  new  certificate  is  the  oppor- 
tunity it  creates  to  attract  to  pharmacy  the  middle  grade 
of  school-leaver,  who  has  neither  the  qualifications  nor 
the  desire  to  graduate  as  a  pharmacist.  In  the  recent 
past,  people  of  the  right  calibre  have  not  been  impressed 
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by  their  career  prospects  "behind  the  counter,"  but  the 
provision  of  a  goal,  with  the  anticipation  of  attendant 
financial  rewards,  may  be  the  incentive  they  require. 
Pharmacists  will  be  "persuaded"  by  the  training  levy 
and  by  grants  schemes  expected  to  be  in  operation  in 
the  autumn,  to  give  the  certificate  serious  consideration, 
and  if  the  course  lives  up  to  expectations,  they  should 
be  receiving  good  value  for  money.  Members  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  branches,  who  are  being  en- 
couraged to  be  career-conscious  in  relation  to  pharmacy 
students,  should  also  waste  no  opportunity  of  putting 
forward  this  new  course  at  careers  conventions. 

ON  THE  SIDELINES 

*  A  DRUG  THAT  GOES  "POP"  IN  THE  NIGHT  * 
Perhaps  one  of  the  strangest  side  effects  of  drug  adminis- 
tration ever  to  be  recorded  is  the  case  of  the  patient  who 
regularly  "exploded"  after  taking  Duogastrone  capsules — 
a  preparation  of  carbenoxolone  sodium  designed  to  release 
the  drug  at  the  site  of  a  duodenal  ulcer.  According  to  the 
manufacturer  (Berk  Pharmaceuticals,  Ltd.)  a  Duogastrone 
capsule  "absorbs  water  in  the  stomach  and  swells  to  a  size 
which  prevents  its  passage  through  the  pyloric  canal.  It  is 
carried  to  the  pyloric  antrum,  where  the  pressure  of  the 
pyloric  sphincter,  in  association  with  the  intracapsular 
pressure,  breaks  open  the  capsule  .  .  ."  To  Mrs.  A.,  how- 
ever, the  preparation  was  a  source  of  extreme  embarrass- 
ment, according  to  doctors  at  the  Royal  Southern  Hospital, 
Liverpool.  In  a  letter  to  the  British  Medical  Journal 
(January  11)  they  state  that  Mrs.  A.  experienced  a  loud 
"shot"  in  her  bowels  from  three  to  seven  hours  after  swal- 
lowing a  capsule.  She  and  her  husband  had  many  sleepless 
nights  awaiting  the  "shot"  at  2  a.m.  after  the  evening  meal 
at  7  p.m.  On  one  occasion  Mrs.  A.  "exploded"  when  a 
television  repair  man  was  adjusting  the  set,  causing  him  to 
drop  his  tools  and  pull  the  wires  from  the  socket.  He  was 
also  allowed  to  examine  the  settee  for  broken  springs — 
Mrs.  A.  being  too  shy  to  explain.  A  spokesman  for  Messrs. 
Berk  Pharmaceuticals  told  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  that 
such  a  phenomenon  had  not  previously  been  reported  to 
the  company.  A  possible  explanation  was  amplification  of 
the  sound  of  the  burst  by  the  bubbles  of  "wind"  commonly 
found  in  the  stomach  of  peptic-ulcer  patients. 

CORRECTION 
Formulary  dilutions 

IN  the  review  by  J.  W.  Hadgraft  of  the  British  National 
Formulary  1968  edition  (C.  &  D.  January  11,  p.  34),  a 
number  of  proprietary  liquid  preparations  in  the  table 
"Dilution  of  Proprietary  Liquid  Medicines,"  were  placed 
under  the  wrong  heading  (no  fault  of  the  author).  The 
items  ampicillin  mixture,  chloramphenicol  mixture,  erythro- 
mycin mixture,  ferrous  fumarate  mixture,  nitrofurantoin 
mixture,  novobiocin  mixture,  phenytoin  mixture  and 
tetracycline  mixture  should  all  have  been  under  the  head- 
ing "Diluted  with  syrup."  Another  error  to  correct  was 
that  the  line  "Diluted  with  cetomacrogol  cream  (Formula 
A)"  should  have  been  at  the  head  of  table  two,  not  at  its 
foot.  It  is  used  for  diluting  betamethasone  valerate  cream. 
Once  the  transposition  has  been  made  the  rest  of  the  table 
falls  correctly  into  position.

Make  Time  for  Thinking 

IF  you  are  an  independent,  you  are  bound  to  reflect  periodi- 
cally on  the  competition  faced  by  smaller  chemists  from 
the  multiples,  and  even  from  department  and  variety  stores 
offering  a  part  of  the  chemist's  range.  Some  say  that  one 
day  the  smaller  trader  will  be  on  the  way  out.  Other  more 
caustic  commentators  have  urged  that  the  smaller  man's 
enemy  is  not  the  large  trading  concern  but  himself! 

Sometimes  it  is  all  too  easy  for  the  smaller  proprietor  in 
any  trade  to  become  pessimistic  and  even  defeatist.  He 
watches  the  bigger  people  doing  things  that  he  has  not  the 
resources  to  match.  If  he  were  equally  vigilant  in  noting 
the  things  they  do  that  he  could  copy,  his  exercises  in  com- 
parison could  be  profitable  indeed. 

Competition  between  different  types  of  outlet  has  many 
advantages  to  a  community  as  a  whole.  Yet  continued  co- 
existence presupposes  that  each  type  goes  on  improving  its 
distinctive  features.  Evidence  abounds  that  the  larger  orga- 
nisations, aided  by  the  specialist  personnel  that  size  makes 
possible,  are  raising  their  efficiency  of  operation  at  a  faster 
rate  than  the  smaller  trader.  How  can  a  smaller  trader  fight 
back  —  in  the  retail  chemist  trade,  for  example? 

Perhaps  you  yourself,  as  an  independent  trader,  tend  to 
magnify  the  advantages  of  the  bigger  people  and  to  over- 
look their  disadvantages.  Thus,  a  chain  may  do  without  the 
wholesaler;  but  some,  at  least,  of  the  services  formerly  pro- 
vided by  the  wholesaler  must  then  be  provided  by  the  chain 
itself.  A  chain  usually  buys  centrally.  A  manager  may  have 
been  at  a  branch  long  enough  to  know  the  idio-syncrasies 
of  local  demand,  yet  he  may  exercise  little  influence  on  a 
central  buying  department  anxious  to  buy  big  in  items  avail- 
able at  advantageous  prices. 

A  large  store,  too,  is  likely  to  be  headed  by  a  manager, 
however  it  may  be  owned.  Whatever  incentives  may  be 
offered  him.  they  are  unlikely  to  create  on  his  part  quite  the 
interest  felt  by  an  independent  smaller  trader  like  yourself 
in  your  own  business.  That  factor  is  of  immense  import- 
ance. It  explains  how  considerable  might  be  the  potential 
of  the  thinking  small  trader  if  he  saw  himself  as  providing 
a  distinctive  personal  service  and  as  holding  a  continuing 
and  honoured  place  in  the  local  community. 

One  of  your  obvious  harassments  as  a  smaller  trader  is 
that  you  combine  in  your  person  a  wide  variety  of 
roles.  Apart  from  your  dispensing  responsibilities,  you  are 
general  manager,  sales  manager,  display  manager,  head 
buyer,  stock  controller,  personnel  manager  —  and  a  sales- 
man as  well.  Unfortunately  you  are  unlikely  to  know  just 
how  much  of  your  time  in  any  week  was  applied  to  think- 
ing about  each  of  those  fields,  or  undertaking  the  work 
connected  with  them.  Yet  unless  your  time  is  allocated  to 
the  various  sides  of  the  shop's  work  according  to  their  im- 
portance, some  will  get  more  than  their  share  of  attention 
and  others  less. 

Whether  manufacturer  or  retail  chemist,  the  businessman's 
most  powerful  weapon  is  the  power  of  thinking.  For  over 
half  a  century  in  manufacturing  industries,  and  with  increas- 
ing momentum,  such  thinking  has  produced  a  range  of  tech- 
niques ("scientific  management,"  "productivity  measure- 
ment," "feasibility  studies,"  and  "profitability  analysis."). 

But  what  about  retail  business  and  your  own  thinking  as 
a  retail  chemist?  Because  of  the  variety  of  your  roles,  your 
mind  must  constantly  switch  from  one  matter  to  another, 
with  frustrating  stop-go,  and  your  thinking  may  suffer  from 
fragmentation.  Unless  you  somehow  make  time  for  conti- 
nuous thinking  on  each  major  issue,  you  may  fail  to  deal 
conclusively  with  any  problem  or  project. 

Your  thinking  must  be  no  mere  reverie  but  scientific  — 
observing  business  facts  carefully  and  drawing  sound  con- 
clusions from  them.  Such  thinking  is  a  condition  of  pro- 
gress, and  even  of  survival.  STANLEY  TOWNSEND.

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 


STRONG  exception  was  taken  at  the  Council  meeting 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  in  Dublin  on 
January  14  to  the  failure  of  the  Minister  for  Health 
to  appoint  a  pharmacist  to  the  working  party  set  up  by 
him  to  advise  on  the  drug  abuse  problem.  When  later  in  the 
meeting  a  letter  was  handed  in  from  the  Minister,  the 
President  (Mr.  T.  R.  Miller)  suspended  standing  orders 
to  enable  members  to  consider  its  contents.  In  his  letter  the 
Minister  said  he  appreciated  that  a  practising  pharmacist 
had  much  information  and  advice  to  offer  on  the  existence 
of  drug  abuse,  but  that  was  only  one  aspect  of  the  prob- 
lem to  be  considered  by  the  working  party.  Having  outlined 
the  duties  of  the  working  party,  the  Minister  said  that 
many  members  of  the  Society  seemed  disturbed  that  he  had 
not  appointed  a  pharmacist.  Not  wishing  to  leave  pharma- 
cists with  a  sense  of  grievance,  he  intended  appointing 
one  to  the  group. 

Earlier,  members  had  paid  tributes  to  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  and  the  Irish  Independent  on  their  support  for 
the  pharmacists'  claim  for  inclusion.  Mr.  G.  C.  O'Neill, 
while  sympathising  with  the  views  expressed,  said  pharma- 
cists must  not  be  too  precipitate. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Power  said  he  had  not  been  surprised  by  the 
editorial  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist.  The  writer  had 
obviously  been  influenced  by  the  contrast  in  Britain,  where 
pharmacists  had  a  large  representation  on  the  corresponding 
body.  [On  the  (United  Kingdom)  Advisory  Committee  on 
Drug  Dependence  there  is  in  fact,  only  one  pharmacist: 
Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield. — Editor.] 

When  the  matter  was  again  raised  after  standing  orders 
had  been  suspended,  Mr.  Power  said  he  would  not  like  the 
impression  to  be  given  that  pressures  had  been  brought  to 
bear  to  gain  pharmacy's  representation. 

Purpose  to  Contribute,  Not  to  Gain  Prestige 

The  President  agreed.  It  was  not  merely  for  the  purpose 
of  prestige,  but  because  pharmacy  had  a  contribution  to 
make.  Mr.  Power  said  that  on  the  basis  of  the  representa- 
tion elsewhere,  one  pharmacist  on  the  working  party  would 
be  inadequate. 

Arising  out  of  the  minutes,  Mr.  Power  said  that  he 
would  like  pharmacists  to  know  that  the  Health  Services 
Committee  would  be  glad  to  hear  their  views.  Its  main 
purpose  was  to  negotiate  with  the  Department,  but  it  would 
like  to  be  kept  informed  of  developments  at  local  level.  Mr. 
Cashman  felt  that,  as  presently  constituted,  the  Committee 
was  too  cumbersome  to  deal  expeditiously  with  local  prob- 
lems. 

Mr.  O'Donneli  pointed  out  that  the  Social  Services 
Bill  would  be  introduced  in  the  Dail  the  following  week  but 
so  far  the  suggestions  put  forward  to  the  Department  by 
the  negotiating  committee  had  been  neither  accepted  nor 
rejected.  A  meeting  of  the  committee  should  be  called  to 
straighten  out  any  variance  in  thinking.  The  President 
agreed  that  they  should  "have  another  look"  at  the  com- 
mittee to  see  if  it  was  too  unwieldy. 

Mr.  Walsh  said  that  a  committee  in  constant  session 
was  needed  as  new  pharmaceutical  legislation  would  be  in- 
troduced for  many  years  and  there  should  be  a  body  to 
deal  quickly  with  any  problems. 

The  Department  of  Health  had  replied  to  letters  from 
the  Council  stating  that  the  question  of  conversion  to  the 
metric  system  generally  was  a  matter  for  the  Department 
of  Industry  and  Commerce.  It  was  understood  that  in  Great 
Britain  legislative  changes  were  being  introduced  to  re- 
quire a  complete  conversion  to  the  metric  system  for  dis- 
pensing, etc.  No  similar  proposals  were  being  considered 
for  Eire  at  present.  It  was  not  understood,  therefore,  how 
any  difficulty  could  arise  in  relation  to  the  Medical  Prepara- 


tions (Control  of  Sale)  Regulations,  1966.  If  the  Society 
submitted  details  of  the  specific  difficulties  they  had  in  mind, 
further  consideration  would  be  given  to  the  matter. 

Mr.  Walsh  considered  the  matter  should  be  referred 
to  the  Practice  of  Pharmacy  Committee.  The  Department's 
letter  was  unsatisfactory,  and  in  the  future  pharmacy  would 
be  subject  to  pressures  from  outside. 

Metrication  De  Facto  if  Not  De  Jure 

Dr.  Boles  asked  whether  the  metric  system  would  not 
come  into  operation  automatically  in  the  Republic  for 
pharmacists  on  March  3,  seeing  that  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia would  become  official  on  that  date.  That  was  a 
valid  point,  said  Mr.  Walsh.  Pharmacists  were  using  the 
metric  system,  if  not  de  jure,  then  de  facto,  and  would 
have  to  convert  lo  metric. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Sempie  pointed  out  that  manufacturers  had 
turned  over  to  the  metric  system. 

The  Registrar  (Mr.  J.  G.  Coleman)  said  that  the  1958 
British  Pharmacopoeia  used  only  the  metric  system  so  that 
it  had  been  official  for  the  past  ten  years.  From  March  3 
preparations  would  be  packed  in  metric  quantities  in  British 
houses.  When  imported  to  the  Republic  they  might  not  be 
equivalent  to  prescriptions  expressed  in  the  imperial  system. 
It  was  agreed  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Practice  of  Phar- 
macy Committee. 

The  Registrar  read  a  letter,  dated  January  8,  from  Mr. 
D.  Whelan  of  the  Department  of  Health,  stating  that  it  had 
not  been  possible  to  bring  into  operation  section  2  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1962,  as  its  commencement  had  to  be 
co-ordinated  with  the  making  of  Regulations  under  section 
14  of  the  Poisons  Act,  1961.  Drafting  of  those  Regulations 
was  almost  completed,  and  it  was  expected  that  they  would 
shortly  be  circulated  to  interested  bodies  for  comments. 
It  was  intended  to  bring  section  2  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1962,  into  operation  simultaneously  with  the  making  of  the 
Regulations. 

A  letter  dated  January  1  from  the  Minister's  Private 
Secretary  acknowledged  receipt  of  the  Council's  letter  re- 
garding the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1934  (see  C.  &  D., 
December  21/28,  1968,  p.  595),  and  stated  that  the  Minister 
would  reply  personally  to  the  Registrar  so  soon  as  possible. 

It  was  decided,  subject  to  the  opinion  of  the  law  adviser, 
to  institute  proceedings  against  the  proprietors  of  a  phar- 
macy for  breaches  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Acts. 

A  letter  from  the  secretary  of  the  Irish  Drug  Association 
(Mr.  B.  R.  Smith)  stated  that  his  executive  committee  would 
be  pleased  to  receive  the  president  and  vice-president  of 
the  Council  on  January  30  to  discuss  the  possibility  of 
ensuring  the  continued  existence  of  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

Dr.  Boles  reported  that,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Formulary 
Committee  of  Dublin  Health  Authority,  it  had  been  re- 
commended by  the  medical  profession  that  dispensed  medi- 
cines should  be  labelled  with  the  proprietary  name  of  the 
preparation.  Mr.  Cashman  pointed  out  that,  while  that 
procedure  was  being  adopted  in  the  United  Kingdom,  it 
must  not  be  forgotten  that  that  country  had  a  National 
Health  Service.  Consequently  a  person  would  not  suffer 
heavy  financial  loss  by  having  to  consult  his  doctor.  It 
was  decided  to  seek  a  meeting  with  the  Irish  Medical  Asso- 
ciation to  discuss  the  proposed  arrangement. 

A  letter  was  received  from  Professor  Paul  J.  Cannon  sug- 
gesting the  benfits  that  could  be  derived  from  the  granting 
of  postgraduate  diplomas.  The  President  said  he  had 
invited  the  comments  of  the  Dean  of  the  College  of  Phar- 
macy (Professor  Timoney)  who  had  submitted  a  memoran- 
dum. It  was  agreed  to  set  up  a  small  committee  to  con- 
sider the  suggestions  and  to  report  back  to  the  Council. 
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A  letter  from  Mr.  E.  J.  Dover  invited  an  exchange 
of  views  with  representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical  and 
Allied  Industries  Association  on  the  Health  Services  White 
Paper  and  on  the  introduction  of  the  metric  system.  Council 
agreed  to  accept  the  invitation  and,  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Cashman,  it  was  decided  to  request  that  representatives  of 
the  Wholesale  Drug  Federation  should  also  be  invited  to 
the  discussions. 

It  was  agreed  in  principle  to  facilitate  the  work  of  the 
Postgraduate  Education  Committee  by  affording  it  the  use 
of  a  room  and  office  equipment. 

Dr.  Boles  considered  it  essential  that  a  copy  of  the  new 
code  of  ethics  (now  approved  by  the  Council)  should  be 
forwarded  to  every  pharmacist.  The  Registrar  replied 
that  it  was  intended  that  each  pharmacy  should  be  supplied 
with  a  copy. 

The  registrar  reported  the  death  of  Miss  Kathleen 
Murphy,  M.P.S.I.,  and  the  president  said  it  was  with 
deep  regret  he  had  learned  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Joseph 
O'Reilly,  M.P.S.I..  Lower  Leeson  Street,  Dublin.  One  of 
the  oldest  pharmacists  on  the  Register,  Mr.  O'Reilly  had 
always  upheld   the   highest   standards   of  the  profession.

NEW  BOOKS 

Copyright  in  Industrial  Designs 

a.  d.  russell-clarke,  barrister-at-law.  Sweet  &  Max- 
well, Ltd.,  1 1  New  Fetter  Lane,  London,  E.C.4.  Fourth 
edition.  9}  x  6  in.  Pp.  xx  +  237.  84s. 
Essentially  a  practitioner's  book,  this  work  is  concerned 
with  the  Registered  Designs  Act,  1949,  and  Copyright  Act, 
1956.  Ten  of  its  eleven  chapters  deal  with  the  Registered 
Designs  Act.  A  review  is  made  of  the  constitution  of  a 
design,  how  it  can  be  registered,  and  when  registered  the 
procedure  to  be  followed  in  altering  the  registration.  The 
two  most  important  chapters  deal  with  infringement  and 
with  actions  for  infringement  of  a  registered  design.  Both, 
while  of  general  interest,  are  concerned  with  the  procedure 
to  be  followed  in  an  infringement  action.  There  is  con- 
siderable overlapping  between  the  Design  and  Copyright 
Acts,  and  that  is  considered  in  a  separate  chapter.  It  is 
noteworthy  that  copyright  may  subsist  in  a  building  as  an 
architectural  work  of  art,  as  distinct  from  any  copyright 
that  may  exist  in  the  plans  on  which  the  building  is  based. 
Ten  appendices  include  the  complete  text  of  the  Registered 
Design  Act,  1949,  and  Copyright  Act,  1956,  together  with 
the  Design  Rules,  1949,  and  other  relevant  Rules  and 
Orders.  Any  pharmacist  requiring  information  on  registered 
designs  will  find  the  book  an  extremely  valuable  contribu- 
tion to  a  complicated  subject  of  which  the  case  law  is  any- 
thing but  clear. 


Retailing  Law  and  Finance 

STAFF  CONTRACTS 

WHENEVER  a  new  employee  is  engaged  in  a  business, 
in  whatever  capacity,  automatically  there  is  a  contract  of 
employment  —  even  though,  at  the  time,  there  may  be 
nothing  in  writing  to  prove  it. 

A  good  deal  of  legislation  has  been  introduced  lately 
that  is  aimed  at  seeing  that  every  employee  gets  a  fair 
deal.  Under  the  Contracts  of  Employment  Act,  for  example, 
all  employees  (apart  from  those  working  less  than  twenty- 
one  hours  a  week),  must  be  given  a  statement  of  employ- 
ment within  thirteen  weeks  of  starting  work.  The  state- 
ment must  include  the  date  on  which  the  employment 
started,  the  scale  or  rate  of  remuneration,  and  the  intervals 
at  which  it  will  be  paid  —  weekly  or  monthly.  Besides, 
in  addition,  the  employer  is  obliged  to  quote  terms  and 
conditions  relating  to  the  hours  of  work,  holidays  and 
holiday  pay,  pension  rights,  and  the  conditions  that  apply 
if  an  employee  cannot  work  owing  to  sickness  or  injury. 

The  purpose  behind  the  requirement  to  provide  a  state- 
ment of  employment  is  to  try  to  avoid  dispute,  as  is  the 
stipulation  that  it  must  include  the  length  of  notice  which 
an  employee  is  obliged  to  give,  and  is  entitled  to  receive, 
in  order  to  terminate  the  Contract  of  Employment. 

Entitlement  to  Notice 

By  law,  anybody  who  has  been  employed  for  twenty-six 
weeks  or  longer  is  entitled  to  not  less  than  one  week's 
notice.  That  rises  to  not  less  than  two  weeks  when  more 
than  two  (but  not  as  many  as  five)  years  have  been  spent 
in  the  employment.  For  more  than  five  years  of  service 
the  notice  must  not  be  less  than  four  weeks. 

If  an  employee  is  summarily  dismissed,  notice  or  pay- 
ment in  lieu  does  not  have  to  be  given.  However,  to 
warrant  summary  dismissal,  the  employee's  misconduct 
must  have  been  serious.  An  employee  may  not  be  sacked 
on  the  spot  because  he  or  she  has  been  late  for  the  ump- 
teenth time  and  one's  patience  has  been  finally  exhausted. 

Where  summary  dismissal  is  not  warranted,  but  the 
employee  wants  to  leave  at  once,  he  must  be  paid  in 
lieu  for  the  period  of  notice  that  should,  under  the  state- 
ment of  employment  have  been  given.  Nevertheless  an 
employee  is  bound  to  try  to  mitigate  that  damage,  by 
looking  for  another  job  straight  away.  In  theory,  anything 
earned  from  a  new  job  during  the  period  of  payment  in 
lieu  of  notice  should  be  deducted  from  the  payment  made 
to  the  employee,  because  an  employee  may  not  receive 
payment  from  two  different  employers  at  the  same  time. 

More  often,  however,  the  boot  is  on  the  other  foot. 
Employees  leave  of  their  own  accord  more  often  than 
they  are  given  notice.  Employees  are  bound  to  the  contract 
in  just  the  same  way;  they  must  give  notice  before  leaving. 
If  they  do  not,  then  in  theory  they  should  pay  damages 
to  the  employer.  The  problem  is  that  if  an  employee  just 
walks  out  (irrespective  of  the  reason),  seldom  are  the  legal 
processes  worth  following  up,  because  a  court  is  unlikely 
to  compel  somebody  to  work  against  his  will. 

Restrictive  Clause 

An  enterprising  employee  may  think  that,  having  made 
some  contacts,  he  would  like  to  start  his  own  pharmacy  in 
competition  with  the  pharmacy  for  which  he  has  been 
working.  The  way  to  avoid  this  difficulty  is  to  insert  a 
clause  in  the  contract  at  the  outset  —  stating  that  the 
employee,  after  leaving  his  present  employment,  shall  not 
work  in  another  retail  chemist's  shop  within  a  specified  area 
of  your  own  and  for  a  specified  period  after  leaving  the 
employment.  But  the  limitation  should  not  be  made  so 
far-reaching  as  to  be  considered  unreasonable  by  a  court. 
If  that  happens  it  could  be  over-ruled  completely,  and 
there  would  be  no  protection  against  the  former  employee. 
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Dispensing  Technician's  Certificate 

NEW  CITY  AND  GUILDS  EXAMINATION  IN  1970 


DETAILS  given  below  of  the  regula- 
tions for  the  City  and  Guilds  of  Lon- 
don Institute's  Dispensing  Technician's 
Certificate  (see  p.  67  and  p.  81)  are 
taken  by  permission  from  the  prospec- 
tus issued  by  the  Institute. 

The  scheme  of  study  and  examina- 
tions is  intended  for  assistants  em- 
ployed in  either  retail  or  hospital  dis- 
pensaries. 

Course  of  study.  The  scheme  has  been 
devised  on  the  basis  of  part-time  day  or 
part-time  day  and  evening  study  at  a  tech- 
nical college  to  be  spread  over  three  years 
with  a  minimum  of  180  hours'  tuition  in 
each  year,  although  more  time  is  desirable 
where  local  conditions  permit.  In  addition, 
there  should  be  a  suitable  allocation  of 
time  for  general  studies.  The  first  year  is 
intended  as  an  introductory  year  for  can- 
didates who  have  not  sufficient  scientific 
background  knowledge  for  the  second  and 
third  years  of  the  course,  but  candidates 
with  satisfactory  qualifications  in  science 
may  be  exempt  from  the  first  year. 

Conditions  of  entry  to  the  course.  Any 
candidate  who  has  passed  the  Certificate 
in  Retailing  (Pharmacy)  or  who  has  had 
full-time  education  to  the  age  of  sixteen, 
will  be  accepable  for  entry  to  the  first  year 
of  the  course.  Exemption  from  the  first 
year  of  the  course  may  be  obtained  by 
either  (a)  candidates  who  have  passed  in 
at  least  one  science  subject  (preferably 
chemistry  or  including  chemistry)  and  two 
other  academic  subjects  at  G.C.E.  "O"' 
(Ordinary)  level,  or  S.C.E.  "O"  grade,  or 
(b)  candidates  who  have  obtained  C.S.E. 
Grade  I  in  at  least  one  science  (preferably 
chemistry)  subject  and  two  other  academic 
subjects,  or  (c)  candidates  who  have  ob- 
tained passes  in  the  general  course  in 
science  in  at  least  three  subjects,  including 
one  pass  at  credit  level,  or  (d)  candidates 
who  have  passed  a  first  year  college  inter- 
nal examination  in  introductory  science. 
The  principal  of  a  college  has  the  discre- 
tion in  exceptional  circumstances:  (i)  to 
admit  candidates  to  the  first  year  examina- 
tion who  have  not  completed  the  first  year 
of  the  course  if  he  considers  that  they  al- 
ready have  sufficient  scientific  knowledge 
to  be  able  to  pass  the  examination,  or  (ii) 
to  admit  candidates  aged  eighteen  or  over 
on  August  31  in  the  year  in  which  the 
course  commences,  direct  to  the  second 
year  of  the  course  if  they  can  show  evid- 
ence of  satisfactory  academic  ability  and 
would  benefit  from  the  course,  even 
though  none  of  the  foregoing  conditions 
is  fulfilled.  As  further  consideration  of  this 
provision  may  be  necessary,  principals  may 
be  requested  from  time  to  time  to  inform 
the  Institute  of  the  progress  of  all  candi- 
dates admitted  to  the  course  through  this 
provision. 

Curriculum.  The  subjects  of  the  course 
with  a  suggested  minimum  allocation  of 
hours  per  year  are  as  follows:  First  year. 
Introductory  science  (pure  and  applied) 
135  hours;  Retailing/ Health  Service  or- 
ganisation 45  hours.  Second  year.  Physi- 
ology and  pharmacology  30  hours;  Dis- 
pensary techniques  (theory)  60  hours;  Dis- 
pensary techniques  (practical)  90  hours. 
Third  year.  Physiology  and  pharmacology 
60  hours;  Dispensary  techniques  (theory) 
30  hours:   Dispensary  techniques  (practi- 


cal) 90  hours.  In  addition  colleges  should 
make  a  suitable  allocation  of  time  for  gen- 
eral studies. 

Eligibility  for  entry  to  examination. 
Candidates  for  the  examination  at  the  end 
of  the  third  year  must  have  completed  a 
college  course  or  other  course  approved  by 
the  Institute  and  must  have  had  at  least  two 
years'  practical  experience  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  pharmacist  in  a  pharmacy  or 
pharmaceutical  department  of  a  hospital. 
Local  secretaries  will  be  required  on  Form 
CS  (i)  to  certify  that  all  internal  candi- 
dates will  have  completed  the  college 
course  and  (ii)  to  give  a  list  of  all  external 
candidates  entered. 

Overseas  candidates.  Students  from 
overseas  centres  will  not  be  eligible  for 
entry  to  the  examination. 

External  candidates.  Candidates  who, 
for  some  valid  reason,  have  been  unable 
to  attend  a  college  course,  may  be  accep- 
ted for  the  examination  as  external  candi- 
dates provided  that :  (a)  they  have  suc- 
cessfully completed  any  other  course  ap- 
proved by  the  Institute  for  which  they 
were  qualified  under  the  conditions  given 
in  the  section  on  conditions  of  entry,  and 
(b)  they  have  had  at  least  two  years'  prac- 
tical experience  under  the  supervision  of  a 
pharmacist  in  a  pharmacy  or  pharmaceu- 
tical department  of  a  hospital,  and  (c) 
accommodation  at  an  approved  centre  can 
be  arranged  for  the  written  papers  and 
practical  test. 

Examination. — The  examination  at  the 
end  of  the  third  year  will  be  conducted 
by  the  City  and  Guilds  of  London  Insti- 
tute and  will  consist  of  the  following 
papers:  Physiology  and  pharmacology 
(written)  2  hours;  Dispensary  techniques 
(written)  2  hours;  Dispensary  techniques 
(practical)  3  hours.  During  the  practical 
test,  which  will  be  externally  examined, 
candidates  may  be  asked  questions  by  the 
examiner  on  work  being  carried  out  and 
the  examiner  may  inspect  candidates'  work 
books. 

Examination  results.  Each  candidate  will 
receive  a  record  of  performance  giving: 
the  class  of  result  in  the  examination  as  a 
whole;  there  are  four  classes — "passed 
with  distinction,"  "passed  with  credit," 
"passed"  and  "failed";  an  indication  of 
performance  in  the  separate  parts  of  the 
examination  given  in  grades;  there  are 
eight  grades,  grade  1  being  the  highest  of 
six  "pass"  grades,  7  and  8  being  "fail" 
grades. 

Award  of  certificates.  The  Dispensing 
Technician's  Certificate  will  be  awarded  to 
candidates  successful  in  the  examination. 
The  Certificate  will  indicate  the  candidate's 
class  of  result  in  the  examination  as  a 
whole. 

Approval  of  courses.  When  courses  of 
instruction  are  provided  at  major  establish- 
ments of  further  education  under  the  con- 
trol of  local  authorities  in  the  United 
Kingdom  it  is  not  necessary  to  obtain  the 
Institute's  approval.  Courses  of  instruction 
at  all  other  centres  must  be  approved  by 
the  Institute  before  candidates  can  be  ac- 
cepted for  examination.  Applications  for 
the  approval  of  such  courses  should  be 
made  to  the  Institute  on  Form  APP  be- 
fore the  course  is  scheduled  to  begin. 

Notification  of  candidates  for  examina- 


tion. Centre  proposing  to  submit  entries 
for  the  examination  should  notify  the  City 
and  Guilds  of  London  Institute  of  their 
courses  of  study  on  Form  12.  The  general 
regulations  applicable  to  the  conduct  of 
the  examinations  are  given  in  the  Insti- 
tute's Form  1  (General  Regulations  and 
Calendar). 

Notes  for  Teachers 

First  Year — Introductory  Science: 
Suggested  allocation  of  hours:  Lectures 
physics  25;  chemistry  25;  biology  10;  prac- 
tical work  and  demonstration  75. 

Retailing/Health  Service  organisation.  It 
is  intended  that  the  content  of  syllabus 
for  this  course  and  the  method  of  teach- 
ing should  be  devised  by  colleges  to  suit 
the  requirements  of  students.  Students 
should  attend  suitable  lectures  in  retailing, 
e.g.  at  the  level  of  the  Certificate  in  Re- 
tailing course  if  they  have  not  previously 
attended  that  course  and  should  be  given 
a  series  of  lectures  on  the  administration 
of  the  hospital  services.  (Particular  stress 
should  be  laid  upon  the  personal  contacts 
involved).  None  of  these  subjects  will  be 
examined  by  the  Institute,  but  may  be  the 
subject  of  internal  examination  by  the 
college. 

Second  and  Third  Years 

Dispensary  techniques.  It  is  suggested 
that  of  the  90  hours  recommended  for 
theory,  10  should  be  spent  on  forensic 
pharmacy. 

Calculations.  Though  the  main  pharma- 
ceutical calculations  will  be  covered  dur- 
ing the  course  in  dispensary  techniques,  it 
may  be  necessary  for  some  students  to 
supplement  their  studies  with  additional 
work  covering  percentage  solutions,  con- 
version from  apothecary  system,  and  addi- 
tional practice  in  calculations  involving 
multiplication  and  division  of  quantities 
both  in  fluid  and  solid  measure  in  the 
metric  system,  with  particular  attention  to 
accuracy.  Examples  should  be  taken  from 
mixtures  and  formulations  in  the  standard 
reference  books  and  conversion  of  doses 
and  quantities  on  prescriptions. 

Forensic  Pharmacy.  This  should  be  a 
study  of  the  relevant  Acts  as  they  affect 
work  in  the  dispensary  without  extension 
into  wider  field  of  understanding  the  law 
as  a  whole. 

Dispensing.  This  syllabus  is  intended  as 
the  application  of  the  various  fundamen- 
tal dispensing  principles  already  covered 
to  the  dispensing  of  the  various  classes  of 
pharmaceutical  products  listed  in  the  sylla- 
bus. Examples  should  be  taken  from 
standard  reference  books,  particularly  the 
B.N.F.  In  each  case  the  treatment  of  the 
theoretical  aspects  of  the  subject  should 
be  elementary  and,  except  where  indicated, 
should  be  supported  by  appropriate  prac- 
tical exercises  which  should  be  recorded  in 
the  student's  workbook.  Students  will  not 
be  expected  to  prepare  sterile  preparations 
in  the  practical  examination. 

Physiology  and  pharmacology.  Sugges- 
ted allocation  of  hours:  Physiology  30, 
pharmacology  55,  causes  of  disease  5.  This 
should  be  a  general  background  study 
covering  the  necessary  anatomy,  physi- 
ology, pathology  and  pharmacology  needed 
to  be  familiar  with  the  actions  and  uses 
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of  the  main  groups  of  drugs  handled  in 
the  dispensary.  The  intention  of  the  course 
is  to  provide  an  empirical  knowledge  only 
of  the  different  natural  processes  and  dis- 
eases, and  an  outline  of  the  way  in  which 
drugs  can  be  used  in  their  treatment.  The 
whole  course  should  provide  the  student 
with  a  general  picture  of  the  uses  of  the 
different  drugs,  to  enable  an  intelligent 
appreciation  of  medical  literature  and  pa- 
tients' questions  to  be  made,  with  a  view 
to  the  safety  of  the  public.  In  particular, 
the  student  should  be  aware  of  the  limita- 
tions of  his  or  her  knowledge.  The  study 
of  drugs  and  other  agents  in  the  pharma- 
cology syllabus  should  be  illustrated  by 
examples  from  the  B.N.F.  and  medica- 
ments usually  sold  over  the  counter.  Al- 
though candidates  will  not  be  asked  direct 
questions  on  drug  doses  they  will  be  ex- 
pected to  be  acquainted  with  the  general 
principles  of  drug  dosage  and  to  quote 
examples  of  the  dosage  of  drugs  they 
mention  in  their  answers. 

General  Studies.  The  Institute  will  not 
examine  in  general  studies  and  colleges 
have  complete  freedom  to  devise  their 
own  approach  to  the  subject.  However, 
it  is  suggested  that  students  should  be  en- 
couraged to  develop  their  own  ability  to 
absorb,  interpret  and  transmit  information 
and  to  take  an  intelligent  and  enquiring 
interest  in  the  world  around  them.  Col- 
leges may  consider  that  this  aspect  of  the 
syllabus  can  best  be  covered  in  the  form 
of  controlled  project  work. 

SYLLABUSES 

First  Year

Temperature  and  its 
measurement;  clinical  thermometers. 
Heat  content;  latent  heat,  expansion. 
Change  of  state;  melting  and  boiling 
points.  Evaporation;  sublimation.  Atmos- 
pheric pressure;  vapour  pressure;  bar- 
ometers. Light  and  colour.  Elementary 
consideration  of  static  electricity. 

(b)  Chemical:  Atoms,  ions.  Elements, 
compounds,  mixtures.  Admixture  includ- 
ing the  use  of  triturates.  Metals,  non- 
metals.  Acids,  including  use  of  indicators 
to  determine  the  degree  of  acidity;  bases; 
salts.  Organic  and  inorganic  compounds: 
An  investigation  of  the  properties  of 
some  elements  and  compounds  of  phar- 
maceutical interest  such  as  carbon,  copper, 
iodine,  iron,  mercury,  sodium,  sulphur- 
sulphuric  acid,  sodium  sulphate,  leading 
to  a  consideration  of  such  organic  com- 
pounds as  salicylic  acid,  sodium  salicylate, 
aspirin,  acetic  acid,  glucose,  sucrose, 
naphthalene,  and  camphor.  Oils,  fats, 
waxes  and  honey.  Water;  properties, 
purity,  kinds  of  water. 

_  (c)  Biological :  Very  elementary  con- 
sideration of  the  gross  characters  of  the 
systems  of  the  mamma)  as  illustrated  by 


the  human  skeleton  and  demonstration 
dissection  e.g.  rat  or  rabbit. 

(o0  Practical  Work :  Experiments  and 
demonstrations  to  illustrate  the  principles 
and  processes  included  in  the  theoretical 
parts  of  the  syllabus. 

Second  and  Third  Years 

Dispensary  techniques,  (a)  Fundamental 
dispensing  procedure.  Weighing  and 
Measuring.  Metric  and  Imperial  systems. 
Weighing  and  measuring.  Errors  and  de- 
gree of  accuracy.  Pharmaceutical  calcula- 
tions. Types  of  balance :  care  of  balances. 
Comminution.  Grinding  and  other  meth- 
ods of  reducing  particle  size.  Fineness  of 
powders.  Effect  of  grinding  on  solubility 
and  stability  of  a  substance.  Dissolution. 
Definition;  solubility;  types  of  solvent; 
factors  inllucncing  dissolution — tempera- 
ture etc.,  influence  of  change  of  solute; 
preparation  of  solution  of  correct  strength. 
Extraction.  An  elementary  consideration  of 
the  various  extraction  methods  i.e.  macera- 
tion, decoction,  infusion,  percolation.  Cla- 
rification. Sedimentation;  straining;  filtra- 
tion; filtration  methods;  filter  aids.  Admix- 
ture. Solid  with  solid;  solid  and  semi-solid;

(b)  Forensic  pharmacy.  Relevant  con- 
temporary changes  in  the  law  should  be 
treated  where  necessary.  The  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act  (1933)  and  the  Pharmacy 
and  Medicines  Act  (1941);  need  for  label- 
ling of  poisons,  declaration  of  formula 
(manner  of  declaration  need  not  be  cov- 
ered); Poisons  List  and  Rules;  a  know- 
ledge of  the  different  schedules  of  poisons 
and  their  treatment,  with  particular  atten- 
tion to  Schedule  I  and  Schedule  IV. 
Therapeutic  Substances  Act;  knowledge 
of  the  products  covered  by  Part  II  of  the 
Therapeutic  Substances  Act  and  the  re- 
quirements for  supply  on  prescription. 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act;  knowledge  of  the 
products  covered  by  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act  and  of  the  general  rules  regarding 
keeping  of  registers  and  records,  dispens- 
ing of  prescriptions  and  handling  danger- 
ous dings  generally.  Drugs  (Prevention  of 
Misuse)  Act;  knowledge  of  the  Act  and 
the  products  covered,  and  the  need  for 
particular  care  in  verifying  and  checking 
prescriptions  for  these  drugs.  Methylated 
Spirits  Regulations;  knowledge  of  the 
regulations  affecting  the  sale  and  the  use 
of  methylated  spirits  in  so  far  as  they 
affect  retail  pharmacy. 


Dispensing.  Oral  Medicaments;  solid 
oral  dose  forms,  including  the  preparation 
of  bulk  powders,  divided  powders,  cap- 
sules and  cachets;  manufacture  of  tablets, 
pills  and  granules  (theory  only);  simple 
explanation  of  sustained  release  prepara- 
tions (theory  only);  liquid  oral  medica- 
ments, including  mixtures  draughts,  elixirs, 
linctuses  and  emulsions.  External  prepara- 
tions; ointments,  pastes,  creams,  applica- 
tions, liniments,  lotions,  paints  spirits, 
pressure  packs,  dusting  powders.  Brief  dis- 
cussion of  types  and  use  of  surgical  dres- 
sings. Rectal  preparations;  rectal  oint- 
ments and  creams,  enemas  and  supposi- 
tories. Preparations  for  the  mouth  and 
throat;  mouth  washes,  gargles,  throat 
paints.  Manufacture  of  lozenges  and  pas- 
tilles (theory  only).  Preparations  for  the 
respiratory  tract;  nasal  drops,  inhalations, 
sprays,  ointments  and  creams.

Prepara- 
tions for  the  ear;  drops,  insufflations.

Physiology  and  pharmacology.  (a) 
Physiology.  A  very  brief  consideration  of 
the  physiological  importance  of  fats,  car- 
bohydrates, proteins,  minerals  and  vita- 
mins, enzymes.  The  cell;  tissues,  including 
types  of  muscle.  The  principal  systems  of 
the  body  in  outline:  circulatory;  alimen- 
tary (including  pancreas  and  liver);  res- 
piratory; excretory  (skin  and  kidney):  in- 
tegrating (nervous  system,  sense  organs 
and  endocrines),  reproductive.  Food  and 
diet  and  metabolism.  Body  temperature 
and  its  regulation. 

(b)  Diseases  and  their  causes.  An  ele- 
mentary study  under  the  following  head- 
ings :  organic  disease,  metabolic  disease, 
infectious  disease,  mental  illness. 

(c)  Pharmacology.  Action,  uses  and  side 
effects  of  therapeutic  agents  used  in  the 
treatment  of  diseases  of:  alimentary  sys- 
tem, including  antiacids,  antispasmodics, 
bitters,  laxatives  and  purgatives;  cardio- 
vascular system  including  drugs  acting  on 
heart,  blood  vessels,  sclerosing  agents  and 
anticoagulants;  respiratory  system  includ- 
ing stimulants,  expectorants,  antitussives 
and  drugs  used  for  treatment  of  bronchial 
spasm;  nervous  system,  including  stimu- 
lants, depressants  and  drugs  acting  via  the 
autonomic  nervous  system;  genito-urinary 
system;  eye,  including  drugs  acting  on 
pupil  and  ciliary  muscles;  anti-inflamma- 
tory preparation,  local  anaesthetics;  skin. 
Drugs  used  in  the  treatment  of  infections 
including  infections  of  eye,  ear,  nose  and 
throat.  Drugs  used  in  treatment  of  aller- 
gic reactions;  rheumatic  diseases  and 
gout;  nutritional  diseases  (haematinics, 
vitamins,  calcium  and  other  electrolytes).

Prescribers' 
Press 

THE  contention  that  phenacetin  should 
not  be  singled  out  as  the  substance  res- 
ponsible for  analgesic-induced  renal 
damage  in  man  is  supported  by  wor- 
kers who  carried  out  trials  at  the  Royal 
Melbourne  Hospital.  Victoria,  Austra- 
lia. They  gave  to  rats  a  proprietary 
preparation  containing  aspirin,  phena- 
cetin and  caffeine  and  found  that  it 
produced  papillary  necrosis  in  55  per 
cent,  of  the  animals  at  a  dose  level 
equivalent  to  that  taken  by  patients 
with  analgesic  nephropathy.  The  inci- 
dence was  even  higher  in  rats  deprived 
of  water  overnight,  and  it  is  suggested 
that  a  rise  in  urinary  osmolarity  could 
have  potentiated  the  toxic  effects.  By 
contrast,  a  group  of  rats  given  more 
than  double  the  dose  of  phenacetin 
showed  no  evidence  of  papillary  nec- 
rosis over  the  trial  period  of  up  to  nine 
months.  Nor  was  the  condition  found 
in  the  untreated  controls,  with  or  with- 
out fluid  restriction.  The  pathogenesis 
associated  with  A.P.C.  was  similar  to 
that  described  in  analgesic  nephro- 
pathy in  man.  It  is  concluded  that  the 
necrosis  must  be  due  to  an  ingredient 
of  A.P.C.  other  than  phenacetin — per- 
haps a  contaminant — or  to  a  combined 
effect  of  more  than  one  ingredient. 
With  increasing  evidence  of  renal  tox- 
icity due  to  other  analgesic  substances 
— salicylates,  antipyrine,  amidopyrine — 
the  authors  think  it  unreasonable  to 
control  analgesic  nephropathy  by  warn- 
ing labels  attached  only  to  prepara- 
tions containing  phenacetin  [as  is  re- 
quired by  law  in  Australia].  A  paper 
from  Melbourne  University  reports 
that  necrosis  of  the  terminal  third  of 
the  proximal  convoluted  tubule  deve- 
lops in  rats  after  a  single  intravenous 
injection  of  /7-aminophenol  hydro- 
chloride, a  compound  closely  related 
to  phenacetin  (B.M.J. ,  January  18,  pp. 
161  and  162). 

No  indication  for  continuing  antico- 
agulant therapy  beyond  three  months 
after  myocardial  infarction  could  be 
demonstrated  in  a  controlled  trial  by 
workers  at  Drammen  Hospital,  Nor- 
way. In  the  trial  two  groups,  each  of 
about  100  patients,  were  compared. 
Group  A  received  anticoagulants  for 
three  months,  group  B  for  twelve 
months.  Treatment  was  of  "moderate 
intensity,"  and  no  significant  difference 
was  found  between  the  death  or  the  re- 
infarction  rates  of  the  two  groups.  The 


authors  take  the  view  that  anticoagu- 
lant therapy,  after  myocardial  infarc- 
tion should  be  applied  only  to  bad-risk 
patients,  and  probably  in  the  acute 
phase  only  (Lancet,  January  18,  p.  122).
